WILLIAMSPORT, Pa., May 22.—All the bor - 
fors of the disastrous flood of 1889 have been 
repeated, and ‘Williamsport and all of tue 
‘eountry around has been swept by a-mighty 
Fiver that spreads out over almost every 
portion of the city, carrying away with it 
property of such value that it is utterlyim 
possible to calculate the amount. 

The river is now going down rapidly and 
about halt the flooded territory is out of 
water. Thisisinthecenterofthecity. The 
lower portions east and west are yet under 
Water and as the rain that has continued un- 
ceasingly for forty-eight hours did not stop 
falling until to-day,the river is likely to keep 
up during the next twenty-four hours. 

ONLY BY BOATS. 

When communication with the outside 
world was cut off at 2 o'clock Mondey |morn- 
ing by the breaking of the wires the river 
Dad overfied its banxs east and west. It 
rapidly came up and spread out over the 
city, and by early yesterday morning it was 
impossibie to get any where except by the use 
of boats. The night was one of terrible un- 
easiness. The watercame upso rapidly tn 
some parts that the people in their houses 
were compelled to lee to the upper stories 
for safety and were rescued by heroic boat- 
men, hundreds of whom risked their lives to 
save others. 

To add to the unfortunate situation, the 
electric ight and gas plants were early crip- 
pled, and the city was in darkness after s 


o’clock. 
A BOOM OF LOGS ADRIFT. 

Half the bia boom, containing 150,000,000 
feet of logs, went out shortly after midnight. 
The other half went at about 4 o'clock. 
The logs in the mills along the river, as well 
as thousands of feet of sawed lumber and 
2 of mills, were also swept away, and 

he loss to the lumbermen is as great as it 
wa in 1889. The Market street and Maynard 
street bridges, valued at $200,000, were car- 
ried away early yesterday. 

The Reading railroad bridge at Muncy, an 
imposing iron structure, was swept away 

esterday morning. All of the wooden bulld- 
— in the neighborhood are gone. 

THE FLOOD AT ITS HEIGHT. 

The food reached its height at about 10 
o'clock last night, when the water began to 
Slowly go down. At that hour it was about 
thirty-two feet high, which was within a 
foot and ten inches as high as the flood of 
7689. The city at that hour was covered with 
water as far as High street on the north, in 
the central part, and ia the east and west 
ends was completely submerged. Many of 
the smaller houses along the river banks 
were swept away and others that were 

were from four to sixteen feet under 
water. 

The business portion of the city suffered 
less than in 1889 for the reason that the warn- 
ing came in good season andthe goods had 
Deen taken out ot the way of harm, many 
of them not being placed high enough, how- 
ever; some of the stores were wrecked. 

A remarkable fact 14 that nota single life 
appears to have been lost. Rumors of many 
drownings have been heard, but 
go far not a single one has been con- 
Armed. Lockhaven, Renova, Jersey Shore 
and other ints west were great sufferers— 
more than in 1889. North of us the damage 
was not so great. Eastof Williamsportthere 
was great destruction. All of the country

A brief dispatch wagreceived at the Navy 
Department from Capt. Watson on Friday, 
confirming the report of the escape of 
Arguello, but there was no confirmation 
either from the American commander or the 
American minister of the action said to have 
Deen taken by Capt. Olark of the 
Magiccine. The bulky dispatch re- 
ceived from Minister Baker de- 
scribes in detall both of these 
important incidents. Ac ting Secretary Uhl. 
after a perusal of Minister Baker's report, 
gave out the foll owing oficial abstract: The 
Gispatches from Minister Baker report on 
the situation at Bleefields up to the 1ith inst. 
Mr. Baker was about to start on the evening 
ofthat day for Managua, where he expected 
to arrive about the 25th instant. Capt. Wat- 
gon’s report of the escape of Arguello, 
the acting Governor of Rama, who shot the 
American, Wilson, is confirmed. Despite 
the positive assurances of the Nicaraguan 
Commissioner Lacayo, that Arguello was in 
jail at Biluefields and would be brought to 
trial, it is shown that the accused was at 
liberty during most of the day of May 9, and 
finally disappeared that evening.

LIABLE TO FALL. 


The Feur Courts Building Pronounced in 
Danger of Collapsing. 


Police Commissioner Jerry Fruin made a 
personal examination of the Four Courts 
building yesterday afternoon and pronounced 
it to de in a dangerous condition, 
Mr. Fruin made the examination because 
of the evident signs of collapse which have 
recently been nofed inthe building, such as 
the sagging of the floors, cracking and fall- 
ing of plastering, etc. In his examination 
Mr. Fruin made an important discovery, 
showing wherein the danger to the building 
lies. The whole interior structure is with- 


out any support excepting girders which ex- 
tend across the edifice. The western 
haif of the building rests on two 
50-foot girders which extend across the 
celling of the police assembly-room, which 
is a basement chamber 30 by 100 feet: Over 
those girders about a dozen walls, including 
cross-walls, are built for three stories. The 
Court of Criminal Correction and the Police 
Board Court room are in this portion of the 
bullding. The girders referred to, in conse- 
quence of the great weight on them, have 
sagged several inches aod are twistea out of 
line Decause of the strain. of 
them, especially, is apparently 

mediate danger of giving way 
thereby causing a collapse of the upper por- 
tion of the structure. The eastern half of the 
bullding is constructed ina similar manner 
as far as Appearance is concerned, excepting 
that over the holdover, which 
isa chamber similar to the assemoly- room 
and extends under the eastern half of the 
ballding, has no girders beneath the ceiling 
as in the case of the assembly-room. if 
there are girders they are built in the cell- 
ing. The only visible support which the 
cellingofthe chamber has is the wooden 
framework of the cells. The Criminal Court 
and the Police Court are over this part of the 
building and a number of walls. hen it is 
considered what crowds are in the court- 
rooms on the occasion of big trials, the dan- 
ver is maulfest. 

Ine bullding,’’ said Mr. Fruin, ‘‘has 
given warning of its dangerous condition, 
and if the authorities do not take warning a 
ae disaster will be the result some

Objections to Appropriations for Catholic 
Echools. 


WasurxcTroyry, D. O., May 22.—A cam- 
paign is being waged at the door of the 
House by a society called the National 


League for the 
dustries, against those itemsin the Indian 
appropriation bill providing for the support 
of parochial schools. 

The society is largely an ecclesiastical 


crganizatian. The Rev. Wm. H. Parsons is 
its President; the Hon. Wm. Strong, a re- 
tired justice of the supreme Court, Vice- 
President, and on the Board of Managers are 
Wheeler H. Peckham, who was nominated 
by President Cleveland for the Supreme 
Court, Dorman B. Eaton and Henry E. How- 
land. The opponents of the appropriations 
for schools under church management claim 
that they havea large number of members 
of the House pledged to fight the grants 
when the bill is brought up. 

They represent that during the past eight 
years a total of $2,866,416 have been given to 
the Roman Cathoiic schools, out Of $3,767,951 
appropriated, and that the proportion given 
to the Catholic schools is steadiiy increasing 
since the Congregational, Methodist, Pres- 
byterian and Episcopal churches have with- 
drawn thelr applications for funds. The 
whole amount asked for this year is said to 
be nearly $400,000, to be distributed among 
forty-five Koman Catholic schools.

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COMPULSORY EDUCATION. 


New York has placed among her statutes 
a new compulsory education law, which is 
commendable and worthy of imitation 
just so faras it provides the school au- 
thorities with the necessary funds and 
compels them to provide ample school 
room and school facilities forall the chil- 
dren willing and able to attend. 

Upto date, the rule in all our cities, 
with scarcely an exception, has been that 
the volungary attendance was always too 
large for the school room and 
school accommodations provided, and 
thousands of children eager to 
enjoy the benefits of the 
common schools were every year refused 
admission, while the rooms were so over- 
crowded and the teachers so overtasked 
that even those admitted were necessarily 
deprived of their due share of comfort and 
proper tuition. 

When this disgrace of our common 
school administration shall be wiped out, 
never to be seen again, it will be time 
enough to devise educational force bills 
to compel the involuntary attendance of 
truauts and to prevent unnatural parents 
from depriving their children of the bene- 
fits of free education. 

Such parents are few and far between, 
and when one of that sort is found, the 
circumstances of the family are usually 
an effective barrier to any humane 
or proper enforcement of a compujsory 
attendance law. The State does its whole 
duty when it provides the means of free 
education for every child of the common- 
wealth, and properly guards the right of 
the child to enjoy the same. But for the 
best utilization of ite educational system, 
its best reliance is on parental affection 
and the co-operation of parents. 

What is the use of a law providing that 
all children must attend either a public, 
private or parochial school ten months 
in tho year between the ages of 
8 and 12, five months between 
the ages of 12 and 14, and at all times when 
not lawfully employed between the ages of 
14 and 16, if the parents are utterly unable 
to board and clothe them while attending | 
school? It will be time enough to discuss 
this question when the State shall have 
provided school room and tuition for the 
children of all parents able and willing to 
send them, and when the State is ready to 
provide food and clothes, as well as 
schooling, for all the friendless waifs who 
must begin to hustle for their own living 
before they are of school age.

But they were put in 
their places not to trust the cashier—any- 
body could do that—but to see that the 
interests of the bank, the stockholders and 
depositors were carefully guarded. They 
were guarantors to the public of the safe 
and honest conduct of the bank’s business. 
In thie matter they were not justified in 
trusting anything or anybody but them- 
selves and their own knowledge. They 
wofully neglected their duty when they 
accepted.the word of any man, no matter 
how much confidence they had in him, 
that the bank was sound. 

Thereisno reason to believe that the 
error of these gentlemen was anyting but 
an error of judgment. They are the great-* 
est sufferers. But itis full time that the 
manifold lessons of the danger of blind 
confidence and carelessness should be taken 
to heart by officials of banks, building as- 
sociations and other institutions handling 
other people’s money. Confidence in the 
honesty of one man which leads to the 
neglect of proper checks is the opportunity 
of the rascal, 

Frequently losses by dishonesty are un- 
avoidable by any system of checks or 
supervision, but they are unpardonable 
when they occur through a negiect ot pre- 
cautions dictated by prudence. There is 
no excuse for neglecting any precaution 
which reduces opportunity for dishonesty 
toaminimum. To offer a maximum of 
opportunity by negligence or over-confi- 
dence is an offense for which the responsi- 
bility of supervising officials should be 


clearly defined.

Inaugurating the Provident Loan Charity 
in New York. 


New Tonk, May 22.—One hundred and fifty 
loans upon nearly 150 varieties of collateral 
were made yesterday, the inaugural of that 
much-discussed charity, the Provident Loan 
Association. Fully that numder entered the 
marble building of the United Obarities at 
Twenty-second street and Fourth avenue and 
left without transacting any business. This 
class were a shrewéd lot who went to the pew 
pawn-shop under the impression that they 
would meeta lot of soft-hearted, inexper- 


lenced people engaged in a business requir- 
ing great sagacity, andin which they would 
be unable to protect themselves. They went 
with worthless pledges and moving tales 
of distress, but discovered that 
the motto of the establishment was 
„Business is business. Peering over the 
counter they found LeopoldgHecht, an expe- 
rienced pawnbroker from Ninth avenue. 
Several gentiemen of the paper- collar Joe“ 
stripe took one glance at Hecht without 
offering bogus jewelry which they had con- 
cealed upon their persons, and reserved for 
some other occasion the tears which they 
were prepared to shed when parting with 
their heirlooms. One smart youth offereda 
watch. Hecht took, tested it and said: ‘‘I’ll 
let you have 310.“ 

**Give me the watch; itis worth 350,“ said 
the youth. He departed and presumaoly 
visited another pawnshop. In an hour he 
returned and sald meekly: *‘I’ll take 10.“ 

**We don’t want the watch at all now, 
said the superintendent. 

Why?“ 


Because your action shows you want to 
sell itand not pledge it. Weare not here to 
buy second-hand jewelry and clothes, but to 
relieve people in temporary distress who 
we believe will redeem their pledges. 

There was quite a rush during the early 
hours of the day by people who thought that 
a bonanza had been opened. Plated silver- 
Ware and diamond jewelry in which a por- 
tion of the stones were spurious were freely 
offered, but with no more success than would 
have attended a visit to the Denevolent Mr. 
Isaacs of the Bowery or philanthropic Mr. 
Solomon of Upper Eighth avenue. 

The Provident Loan Association is an ex- 
periment of thirty wealthy men who Delieve 
in the existence of the worthy poor. They 
have put $100,000 into the enterprise. Money 
will be loaned on jewelry, clothing and fur- 
niture at 1 per cent a month, and there are 
no fictitious charges for storage, insurance, 
etc., to swell dues to a usurious rate. If the 
venture at Twenty-second street and Fourth 
avenue proves successful (and to do so it 
must only yield a dividend of 6 r cent an- 
— gy Apne the $100,000 advanced), branches 
will established in other parts of the 
city. The enterprise is viewed with much 
Gisfavor by the pawnbrokersof the city, 
who resent the fact that the act of the Legis- 
lature exempts this assoctation from the 
paymentof the $500 annual license which 
they are obliged to pay, beside giving $10,000
